Tbe 
figures include UT Booietiea, which re- 
port having 499,151 shares in toroe, with 
a total valuation ot 813,524,707.16 and un 
divided profits ot 82,7(»,714..3i. These 
[47 associations do not probably repre- 
sent more than a fourth of tbe total num- 
ber in tbe state, so tbat it may fairly be 
estimated that tbe Illinois associations 
have some 2,000,000 shares in force witb 
aggregate assets of about 360,000,000. 
[n tbia oonneotion it may be worth while

over 6,500, witb a membership of 2,000, 
KX) and annual deposits of more than 
8100,000,000

the Haworth & Sons' check-rower faotory, 
ind in 1870 the father and sons began 
;he manufacture of check-rowers, which 
were the inventions of Geo. D. Hawortb 
The deceased was the business manager 
of the enterprise, which soon grew tx 
large proportions, and tbe well-managet 
business 
became remarkably prosper- 


ous and profitable. In 1883 thedeoensetl 


lizad the Deoatnr Iron Felloe Wag- 


on Company, and coutioned the bnsinea 
several years, finally retiring, disoontin 
ning this enterprise. Since '88 Mr. ba. 
worth has been identified with the check 
rower factor}'. He hud a thorough knowl 
edge ot the business and possessed a re 
markhle memory, never having occasion 
to refer to books or dates. Frequently bi 
memory waa tested in the office, and he 
was never found at fault, During the 
past year, owing to falling health, ds 
ceased had given but little attention tc 
business. 


Mr. Haworth since 1857 has been 


of the active and foremost business men 
ot this .community. Shoulder to ahoul 
derwith other citizens who have pro!
